County, on the Indiana aide oJ the Wabasb 
River. The devastation and ruin on the Il- 
linois side seems far worse, as far more 
territory Is covered by the flood. Three 
townships of Knox County have greatly 
MiHered, while two-thirds of Lawrence 
County, 111., is flooded. The washouts on 
the railroads are very disastrous, 
The 


Ohio and Mississippi is badly crippled. The 
\Vaba9h Railroad, Cairo Division, can not 
run into this dty at all, and trains from 
Cairo can run no further than Mt. Carmel. 
The Evausville, Louisville and St. Louis 
Railroad is washed ont between Mt. ('ar- 
md and Princeton, and the Bloomtleld and 
Bedford Narrow-gauge Railroad has not 
been running trains ia Greene County for a 
week. The iteamcr Bell tirade arrived 
from Terre Haute last night, and Capt. Ag- 
iiew reports the most heartrending scenes 
imaginable along the line of tbe river. 
Tile boat rescued dozens of persons from 
certain death. A number of persons had 
found shelter in box-cars standing on the 
Narrow Gauge Railroad, at Bennettsvillc. 
The track was in tho water and an ice 
gorge was gradually forcing the cars into 
the river, filled with living humanity. The 
steamer arrived opportunely, and saved 
the horror-stricken people from a watery 
grave. Many farm nouses were seen float- 
ing about, and dead cattle, horses, bogs 
and other animals were passed at every 
moment. A big flouring mill at Buseell- 
ville, is almost mined. But many people 
are in a worse condition than their proper- 
ty, for scores of families in this iielgbboi - 
hood have absolutely nothing to eat, anil 
but little to wear.

He cautioned tbe jury against being 
swayed by men so ignorant that they 
could not even tell the names of certain 
tissues, and thence cunningly argued 
that the victim did not die oJ the wound, 
and that the prisoner was not, therefore, 
guilty of murder. Thus he won upon 
the jury, and to the amazement o£ all,
